Muscular Jose Limon, generally acclaimed as the top male modern 
dancer in the Americas, will present “Theatre in the Dance” in the 
college auditorium on Wednesday evening, Feb. 29.

Literary Contests 
To Offer Total 
Of $90 in Prizes 

St. Joe students are being offered 
a total of $90 in prizes through 
two literary contests, the Alumni 
Essay Contest and the Pursley Cre- 
ative writing Award. 

The Alumni Essay Contest car- 
ries with it prizes of $25 and $15. 
Any type of literary essay, factual, 
speculative, or personal, is ac- 
ceptable here, with the exception 
of honor theses or research papers. 

The Pursley Contest offers a 
single $50 prize and the entries 
must-fall within the classification 
of “creative writing: expression of 
a theme through an organized, im- 
aginative, fictitious, t unit.” 

Three typed copies (double 
spaced)- ■ must - be submitted -Tor 
each entry, and the 'title page must 
contain the title of the work, the 
writer’s peri name, and the contest 
being entered. Also, for each entry 
include a slip of paper with your 
pen name and your real name place 
this slip within an envelope con- 
taining the' title and your pen name. 

The entries may be given to 
Rufus Esser or any English pro- 
fessor, and the deadline is May 1.

Ac- 
tually such a fear is unfounded, and 
the judges expect the literary quality 
to be on the student level, not that of 
professional excellence. So you don’t 
have to be a budding Hemingway to 
walk off with the laurels. , 

The final objection to giving these 
contests a try seems to be the question 
of time involved. It is true that many 
of us have busy schedules, and cannot 
afford to spend a great deal /of time 
away from studies and other campus 
activities.

1 Revamped Program

state since 1954 when Mr. Robbins revamped the meager track program.

We would like to see this sport continue to progress at Collegeville, 
especially since St. Joseph’s is within reach of the All-Sports Trophy 
this year. The talent is here, particularly in the running events, as the 
trophies and medals from the ’54 Rose Poly Relays will attest; only the 
interest and support remain to be seen. 

Team Effort 

These same Wabash Relays are unique affairs in that the stress is on 
the importance of team performance rather than individual ability. Win- 
ners are determined by the total height or distance made by the three- 
man teams in each of the field events. There is no winning school, just 
victors in the 13 events. 

For small schools, where the talent is limited, this set-up seems very 
practical, for the absence of reflection on the school eliminates a lot Of 
pressure on the participants. Evidently .other schools think so, because 
the popular meet draws over 200 athletes, representing more than 10 

midwestern colleges each year. ^
